While all available ships, food 
and relief workers at the command 
of the United States in the Far East 
were being rushed to Yokohama, 
President Coolidge issued an ap- 


peal to the American people for 
contributions to a great relief fund 
and the American Red Cross ap- 
propriated $110,000 from its re- 
serve relief fund for immediate ex- 
penditure on the scene. 
Contributions of any amounts in- 
individuals, corperations or or- 
ganizations desire to make wiil be 
received by local Red Cross chap- 


ters of the Red Cross in Washing- 
ton. It ls expected that a fund of 
millions of dollars will be sub- 
scribed by the American people. 

In his appeal to the people, 
President Coolidge dwelt on the 
appalling character of the disaster 
and while giving assurance that 
every assistance possible will be 
rendered by the executive branch 
of the government he said he was 
moved by the magnitude of the 
suffering in Japan to solicit aid 
from the public. The need of such 
aid the President pronounced 
urgent. He recommended that 
contributions be sent to Red Cross 
headquarters here or to local Red 
sap chapters for transmission to 
apan. 


RED CROSS OFFERS AID 

The Red Cross an- 
nounced the steps it has taken for 
immediate relief in the following 
statement: 

“The American Red Cross has 
started the national fund for the 
relief of the victims of the Japa- 
nese earthquake horror with a 
contribution of $100,000. In addi- 
tion ft has appropriated from its 
reserve funds $10,000 for the assist- 
ance of Americans caught in the 
disaster tone“ 

“Supplementing t ese appropria- 
tions for relief work, which wi be 
forwarded together with contribu- 
tions from the public made in re- 
sponse to the President's proclama- 
tion to the Japanese 
through the State— Department, it 
was announced at national head- 
quarters of the Red Cross that its 
machinery for dispatching relef 
supplies and Red Cross nurses and 
other relief workers to the scene is 
ready should development show 
the necessity. 

Chairman John Barton Payne. 
who is in Chicago, wired national 
headquarters that assistance from 
the Red Cross be tendered through 
the State Department. Acting 
Chairman James L. Fieser imme- 
diately conferred with Acting Sec- 
retary of State William Phillips, 
who is acting in close co-operation 
with the Red Cross. 


NO WORD OF EMBASSY 
It was stated at Red Cross head- 
quarters that individual contribu- 
tions to the national fund may be 
forwarded through any Red Cross 
chapter or sent direct to national 


headquarters of the American Red 
Cross, Washington, D. C. 

“National headquarters has al- 
sO sent a radio message to the 
Philippines chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross requesting that it 
make an immediate survey of re- 
lief stores, principally rice, and 
transportation facilities be made. 
This action was taken to insure 
prompt action if this form o 
American Red Cross Relief should 
prove practicable.” 

The State Department was with- 
out advices during the day con- 
cerning the safety of the American 
Embassy officials at Tokio or of 
American consuls at Yokohama 
and Nagoya. The department 
cabled Nelson T. Johnson, Amer- 
ican Consul-General-at-large who 
is now in northern China, to pro- 
ceed at once to Yokohama, Na- 
goya’ and Tokio to ascertain the 
safety of American officials. Con- 
sul Ballintine, now at Dairen, also 
was ordered to the scene to aid 
the American officials. Both offi- 
cers were instructed to advise the 
department as to conditions and 
American casualties. 


YANK SHIP AT NAGASAKI 


Dispatches received from 44 
miral Anderson, commander of the 
Asiatic fleet, indicated that he had 
acted to extend relief even before 
he received instructions from the 
Navy Department.

The ultimate cause of earth- 
quakes has long been one of the 
most baffling mysteries facing so- 
lution by science. 
The phenomenon of an 
quake of proportions at ‘all sen- 
sible is of so startling a nature 
that it must necessarily leave a 
lasting impression on the human 
mind. variably, if the shock be 
severe Snough, it at once suggests 
the “crack of doom.” Primitive 
minds naturally referred 
range and- sudden earth trem- 
Dlings to the power of restiess 
subterranean monsters, or to the 
wrath of offended or malicious 
gods. WBarthquakes and volcanic 
activity were very likely 
causes for the creation de- 
velopment of such underground 
gods as Pluto, Loki and Vulcan. 
The Hebrew Decalegue refiects 
the same idea.

TELLS OF QUAKE 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3. 
Through T. Yonemura, an 
obscure Japanese radio oper- 
ator and the only human 
link between Japan and the 
rest of the world after Sat- 
urday’s devastating earth- 
quake, came the first and 
subsequent news of the ca- 
tastrophe that had struck the 
Island Empire.

Matsukata Was Distinguished 


as Statesman 


Had Leading Part in Japan's 
Modern History | 


Former Premier and Keeper 
of Privy Seal 

[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NAGASAKI (Japan) Sept. 3.— 
Prince Masayoshi Matsukata, for- 
mer premier and lord keeper of 
the privy seal, has died of injuries 
suffered in the earthquake, ac- 
cording to a report received by the 
Nagoya Railway Bureau. 

Prince Matsukata, one of the 
few remaining Japanese genro, or 
elder statesmen, was the founder 
of Japanese finance. He was a 
member of the ancient feudal 
clan of Satsuma from whose de- 
scendants spring the greater num- 


ber t officers of the Japanese 
jnavy. He pras born in February, 
1835. 


He served under Prince Fut 
mazu, the feudal lord of Satsuma, 
and fougbt in the Japanese civil 
war of restoration. When the 
imperial government returned to 
power, taking the place of the 
Shoguns, he entered the govern- 
ment service as a prefectural gov- 
ernor and later became attached 
to the department of finance un- 
der the then Minister, Count 
Shigenobu Okuma. With Count 
Okuma he laid the foundations 
for a stable state finance which 
was in chaotic condition on ae- 
count of the feudal system of ad- 
ministration. A notable achieve- 
ment of Matsukata was the or- 
ganization of a land tax. 


SENT TO FRANCE 


In 1879 he was dispatched to 
France as vice-president of the 
Japanese section of the Paris Ex 
position. On his return he was 
appointed home minister and con- 
tributed to national progress by 
reorganizing the post and tele- 
graph system of the empire. In 
the cabinet organization of 1881 
he was made Mintster of Finance 
with the additional post of Coun- 
cillior of, State. During the fol- 
lowing years he remained in 
the post despite frequent cabinet 
chenges. One of his great steps 
in strengthening nationa] finances 
was the organization of the Bank 
of Japan and of a stable cur- 
rency system. He brought about 
the redemption of bonds issued 
by the state to feudal lords in 
payment of immense tracts of 
lands which they held in or near 
the big ctties. He also estab- 
lished a series of national banks. 

Historical, also, was his work in 
readjusting the paper currency. 
Paper money had fallen below par 
in consequence of excessive issue 
during the civil war and Matsu- 
kata brought about a restoration 
of its value. A steady money mar- 
ket facilitated commercial and in- 
dustrial development. It was dur- 
ing this period that many enter- 
prises, notably railways, spinning 
and other manufacturing indus- 
tries sprang up and prospered.

Believes American Embassy 


HOLIDAY SAVED 
MANY JAPANESE 


Tokio Resident Says Large 
Buildings Were Empty 


Film Manager Fears Home 
Has Been Destroyed

PAN-PACIFIC SCIENCE 
CONGRESS CONCLUDES 


(BY DISPATCH] 

SYDNEY, Sept. 3.—The Pan- 
Pacific Science Congress concluded 
today. It decided to accept the in- 
vitation of the Japanese govern 
ment for the next meeting in Tokio 
in 1926. ‘ 

A motion to the League of Na- 
tions asking it to encourage inven- 
tions for human peace and prog- 
ress was rejected. Prof. Hobbs, ob- 
jecting, descrided the motion as 
propaganda and emphasized that 
the United States was opposed to 
the League by a two-to-one ma- 
jority. 

Motions were carried favoring 
the establishment of a 
organization of scientific institu- 
tions and individuals engaged in 
research in the Pacific: the investi- 
gation of native laws, customs and 
religion in mandated countries; to 
study tribes of Australian abori- 
gines still not influenced by civili- 
gation: the establishment of more 
seismographs of high sensitivity of 
the Pacific; the erection of wireless 
stations in countries ‘bordering on 
the Pacific and the kéeping of daily 
static and meteorological records. 

The deleg&tes, including Amert- 
cans, are delighted with the work 
achieved and the hospitality shown 
them by Australia.

The 
cuburban subdivision sales are 
showing signs of quieting down 
somewhat, although each: month is 
witnessing record activities in the 
placing of new subdivisions on the 
market. 

While industry is generally oc- 
cupied at full capacity a definite 
reduction in new orders is evident 
in practically all lines, with m- 
dustrial plants gradually approach- 
ing the point where immediate de- 
liveries can be given on new orders. 

Uncertainty with regard to the 
petroleum outlook continues. Dur- 
ing the four weeks ending August 
25. production in the three large 
fields in the Los Angeles basin in- 
creased by 26,000 barrels daily and 
the number of producing wells by 
fifty-one, with total production now 
averaging about 680.000 barrels a 
week, and with many new wells on 
the point of production. The situa- 
tion has been eased somewhat by 
the completion of much additional 
storage space during the month. 
but potential new production 
closely parallels the increase in 
facilities and there is little tndica- 
tion of any immediate relief. The 
period when the production peak 
will be passed is still uncertain. In 
any case marketing difficulties will 
be encountered for some time to 
come.

spirit of conservative optimism 
prevails. Most agricultural com- 
munities are just entering the har- 
vesting period and there is a gen- 
eral recognition that there will be 
some fairly serious marketing 
problems to be faced. However, 
in spite of losses which must be 
suffered on some lines of agricul- 
tural production and in spite of 
rather unsatisfactory price levels 
for a good many raw agricultural 
producst, the total income of most 
agricultural communities is ex- 
pected to exceed that of last year 
and to be sufficient to permit defi- 
nite progress in adjustment to a 
normal post-war situation.

to come. 


INVESTMENT MARKET 


Conditions in the investment 
market show little change from 
those prevailing in the preceding 
month. The summer dullness con- 
tinues to be the most prominent 
feature of the market, and there 
seems to be a divergence of opia- 
ion as to how long this quietness 
will last. This apparent stagna- 
tion of the securities market ie not 
the result of fear or lack of con- 
fidence on the part of investors, 
but rather is due to a sense of cau- 
tion, a feeling of wariness and a 
desire for values, coupled, of 
course, with the usual summer 
quiet, which this year seems to 
be extending past its customary 
limit. 

However, 
tinued tranquillity, bond prices re- 
main firm, indicating a healthy un- 
derlying condition. New offerings 
of merit are promptly absorbed by 
investors and find 4 ready  sec- 
ondary market. New issues, both 
for original financing and refund- 
ing pur have been compara- 
tively Mght during August and in- 
dications point to their being even 
lighter in September, especially as 
to those securities to be issued for 
refunding purposes.

First, Energy food in the most 
easily digestible form. Tf the 
fever is prolonged we must also 
think of the protein needs. 

Second: Vitamins. 

Third: Mineral salts in good 
peapertions, far there is a great 
oss of 
calcium particularily. These are 
really the same things that cre 
needed in health, you see, but in 
fevers we have to give more 
thought to the form in which these 
foods are given. 

The energy foods are fats und 
carbohydrates particularly. Pro- 
tein also can be used as an energy 
food, but fats and protein are not 
well cased for when the system is 
deranged. So the fats and proteins 
must be strictly limited, and the 
simple, easily digested carbohy- 
Grates given. The best forms of 
carbohydrates are 

First: Fruit juices, frult purees. 
fruit soups. 

Secend: Vegetable purees (espe- 
cially of spinach, for its iron and 
calcium,) and vegetable broths. 

Third: Gruels, sweetened with 


clum and vitamins) or milk sugar. 

Fourth: Milk, butter 
koumis. and other fermentative 
milks and wheys.

Then if the police nab 
them with the goods, they have the 
alibi that they are in this busi- 
ness and that they did not know 
the stuff was stolen.

This time there are no villains; 
no mobs; no wild careening to a 
finish. There is, instead, in “The 
White Rose” a story of human feel- 


ing and human appeal in which 
motives that are perhaps deep 
and ftom the heart find their 
way ultimately to a surface of Nght 
amid the flowers and the willow 
trees of the Bayou Teche in the vi- 
cinity of old New Orleans. D. W. 
Griffith has found un new way, 
seemingly, to garland his tokens 
of sentiment on the screen. 

“The White Rose“ was shown 
here for the first time yesterday 
afternoon at the Grauman theater 
of memories on Third street.

if they were distilled from the 
venom of a viper we will rid the 
world of this menace forever.

By this remark Capt. Hobson 
pointed out one of the differences 
between the organization which he 
heads and the ‘American Narcotic 
Crusade, headed by Angela C. 
Kaufman,» The two organizations 
are not associated. 

“We have no plan for the re- 
clamation or the salvage cf nar- 
cotic addicts,” Capt. Hobson as- 
serjed. . “Addiction we believe to 
be incurable. Our research de- 
partment has found that not one 
in 100 addicts who take hospital 
treatment are permanently cured. 

There is a scientific explanation 
for the fact that so-called cured 
addicts fail to remain cured, Capt. 
Hobson points out. The use of 
narcotics leads to the destruction 
of certain brain cells, physicians 
have discovered, and, once de- 
stroyed, these cells cannot be re- 


placed. 

It is these cells that make the 
difference between the brute and 
the man, scientist assert, and with 
the cells destroyed the man be- 
comes an and a menace to

“With addicts beyond redemp- 
tion and the secretive methods in

Business straws are beginning to 
blow right again, and these are 
finding reflection in the securities 
markets, wherein an increasing in- 
terest is shown, although actual 
participation still is at low ebb. 

For the immediate future the 
outlook for stock values appears 
better than for some time, as Wall 
street is counting upon past per- 
formances to repeat in that wind- 
dow dressing” may be considered 
in sight as a forerunner to large 
financing, all of a governmental 
character. Acceptance of a syn- 
dicate bid of $60,000,000 bonds is 
to be followed by an offering here 
of a 9 block of Argentine 
bonds, while negotiations now are 
said to be going on between the 
Brazilian government and the 
American bankers for the floating of 
a loan of at least $25,000,000.

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—In the mat- 
ter of manufacturing output Oc- 
tober is the best all-around month 
in the year.

Ba- 
sic materials reach a point about 
as high as in March and May, pig- 
iron production is only a little less 
than in those two months, and con- 
sumption of goods r re the 
greatest volume,

all obtainable information, has be- 
gun. Lagging confidence and flag- 
ging interest have undergone re- 
versals. 

A chart showing the curves of 
speculation, money rates and busi- 
ness brought the lines near coinci- 
dence early in August. Those 
curves have not traveled the same 
courses at the same speed or with 
the variations similarly timed, but 
they have reached approximately 
the same destination. They have 
not been so close together since 
early in 1920. 

This coincidence of the curves 
has no significance except to show 
that stock-market quotations are 
low in relation to money rates and 
the volume of business If busi- 
ness is in the condition the Statis- 


tical information indicates the 
— recently was out of posi- 
on. 


There is a definite indication of 
both the stabilization of commod- 
ity prices and of business activity. 
There are some uncertainties and, 
in this seasonally dull period, some 
conflicting testimony, but the evi- 
dence of stability is strong enough 
to outweigh everything else. 


RAILROAD EFFICIENCY 
Perhaps the railroads have been 
instrumental in checking the con- 
tinued rise of commodity prices. It 
is an outcropping of railroad effi- 
ciency that is likely to pass unno- 
ticed. It is well enough known 
that railroad inefficiency and con- 
sequent freight congestion cause 
fear of delayed arrival of goods 
and therefore duplication of orders. 
There have been times when the 
latter was the great cause of in- 
creased prices and the uncertain- 


ties that accompany unstable 
prices. 
So far as they have been in- 


strumental in preventing this form 
of unsettlement the railroads have 
contributed to order in busi- 
ness, even if their prompt deliv- 
erles have caused curtailment of 
output in same cases and price cut- 
ting in others. The interesting 
point is that inadequate transpor- 
tation facilities have not interposed 
any artificial barriers to orderly 
business progress. 80 far as the 
railroads are concerned reduced 
output and lowered prices were of 
their making only, because they 
are meeting all demands on them. 
There will be no corresponding glut 
later. It is a negative situation in 
this respect, but not the less actual. 

Business is coming out of its 
summer decline, but there are lines 
of trade that has dull periods at 
other seasons. It is to be remem- 
bered, for instance, that pig-iron 
production is usually at its high 
point in spring and has a high levei 
thereafter only in October, that 
cotton textiles drop from May to 
a low level in September, increase 
a little, and then decline in Novem- 
ber and December. But October 
always is relatively a month 
of activity and this business cycle 
may reach a point then which will 
determine its future continuation 
and, perhaps, duration. 


STOCK MARKET 

The stock market is showing a 
disposition to get in step with its 
fellow barometers. For nearly 
three months it has been off in the 
corner doing penance, but lately it 
has been getting sociable and re- 
newing acquaintance with old 
friends. It apparently ts convalesc- 
ing from a bad attack of psychol- 
ogy. The stock market is a mass 
movement, and it has many idio- 
eyncrasies. The idea that political 
economy has some kind of an ad- 
mixture of psychology is compara, 
tively new. It isn't going to 
change, either, to find out it is 
mixed up with the other, but it 
may change the method of consid- 
ering them both. 

It would be a real contribution if 
the psychologists would turn their 
attention to the problem of wheat 
acreage for next year. It is al- 
ready announced that the farmers 
are going to reduce it 15 r cent, 
but the experts think that they 
should make a reduction of 20 per 
cent. Some bugs and a visitation 
of rust cut the wheat crop in 
two, but these are chance affairs. 
Good growing weather might pro- 
duce more wheat from 15 per cent 
less acreage or less wheat from 15 
per cent more. Acreage is, However. 
of great importance. The farmer 
is of greater importance. 

If the psychologists get after him 
they might find that he is a shrewd 
performer who knows that a re- 
duction in the wheat crop will 
bring an increase in the wheat price. 
He may calculate that if he has 
more wheat at an increased price 
he will get more money. The advo- 
cates of Teduced acreage ought to 
secure a good, tame psychologist 
and consult him.
